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YEARBOOK  MESSAGE 

Our  school  theme  for  1977  was  "BE  HONEST  AND 
UPRIGHT  IN  ALL  THINGS."    To  the  latter-day  saints  this  dec- 
laration is  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  their  belief. 
At  Church  College  we  are  still  wrestling  with  problems  of 
cheating  in  the  classrooms,  stealing  in  the  dormitories, 
making  commitments  and  not  keeping  them,  being  insincere  and 
disregarding  the  property  rights  of  others.    The  Thirteenth 
Article  of  Faith  begins  with  the  declaration  that  "We  believe 
in  being  honest".    One  of  the  greatest  needs,  not  only  at 
Church  College  but  also  in  the  world  today,  is  to  have  people 
who  are  willing  to  stand  out  as  examples  of  honesty  and 
integrity . 

Do  we  use  big  words  that  we  ourselves  do  not  under- 
stand, or  lay  claim  to  knowledge  which  we  do  not  have?    Do 
we  find  ourselves  spending  money  beyond  our  means?    Do  we  say 
things  which  we  do  not  mean?    Do  we  praise  someone  when 
secretly  we  condemn  them?    Do  we  compliment  others  when 
really  we  are  cursing  them  from  within?    Do  we  try  to  make 
people  think  we  are  something  other  than  what  we  really  are? 
Do  we  express  emotions  that  we  do  not  truly  feel?    Do  we 
cheat  on  our  tests  in  school?    Do  we  go  to  the  library  and 
rather  than  take  the  time  to  have  material  copied  or  written 
down,  decide  it  is  far  easier  to  rip  a  page  out  of  a  book? 
Do  we  borrow  items  from  our  friends  and  not  return  them? 
Do  we  accept  an  assignment  in  our  ward  or  branch  and  then  not 
show  up  on  the  Sunday  to  complete  it?    Do  we  make  commitments 
concerning  our  mode  of  conduct  and  grooming  when  we  accept 
enrolment  at  school  and  then  fail  to  live  up  to  them  once 
school  is  under  way?    How  many  other  things  can  you  think  of 
that  are  obtained  or  done  through  dishonest  or  insincere 
means?    We  are  often  led  to  believe  that  there  is  no  penalty 
for  such  acts  unless  we  get  caught  at  them,  failing  to  realize 
that  they  all  come  under  the  condemnation  of  our  Heavenly 
Father.    Thank  God  there  is  such  a  thing  as  repentance  and 
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such  a  plan  as  contained  in  the  gospel  that  helps  to  set  us 
on  the  course  we  must  pursue  if  we  are  to  achieve  happiness 
and  eternal  life.    The  principles  of  the  gospel  have  been 
tested  and  they  are  true. 

If  we  can  bring  ourselves  to  the  point  of 
believing,  not  just  thinking  but  believing,  that  we  can  be 
honest,  and  accept  it  as  part  of  our  lives,  then  our  acts 
will  surely  shine  before  men  that  they,  seeing  our  good 
works,  will  be  led  to  glorify  our  Father  in  heaven 
(Matt.  5:16).   May  we  be  honest  in  our  dealings,  be  true  to 
ourselves,  never  be  false  to  our  honest  convictions,  be  true 
to  the.  church,  be  true  to  the  testimonies  we  possess,  and  be 
loyal  to  our  school.
